laccepted an offer from Dr. Rumely 
to become editor-in-chief of the pa- 
per under a two years’ contract, but 
beyond giving the use of my name I 
had no connection with the 
tion of the S Si McClure Newspaper 
Corporation and 
thing about its business manage- 
ment. After becoming editor-in-chief 
I saw that I could not carry out my 
editorial policies in®*the paper. A 
very strong difference developed be- 
tween Dr. Rumely and myself on 
questions of policy. 

“In 1912 we were both supporters 
of Col. Roosevelt and the Progressive 
party and we agreed on many ques- 
tions of social and political reform. 
In 1915 when Dr, Rumely bought the 
Mail I did not understand he had 
any other purpose in view but to car- 
ry out an ambition he had always 
cherished ot go into journalism.” 

Born in Indiana. 

Dr. Rumely is 36 years old. He 
was born in Laporte, Ind., the son 
of Joseph J. and Margaret (Zimmer- 
man) Rumely, educated at Notre 
Dame University. Then he went to 
Germany to study at Heidelberg. In 
1906 the University of Freiburg cave 
him the degree of Doctor of Med.- 
cine. 

R. M. Rumely & Co., of which Dr 
Rumely was general manager, was 2 
$20,000,000 corporation gyanufactur- 
ing farm machinery at Laporte. Lr. 
Rumely saw its stock toboggan from 
above par to a quarter of that price 
The demoralization of its securities 
was one of the causes of the unset 
tled stock market in the winter 
1913. The company went into a re- 
ceiver’s hands and a year later was 
sold. Retiring from the 


‘) 


manufac- 
turing concern, Dr. Rumely gave his 
energies to the Interlaken Sch. 1, 
also at Lagaorte, which he had 
founded in 1917 and of which he 
was president. He has written sev 
eral novel books on education, amony 
them “‘To Teach Boys to Live.’’ With 
L. C. Efds he is the author of “‘Power 
and Plow.” He has been a member 
of the State Committee and a direc- 
tor of the National Association for 
the Promotion: of Industrial Train 
ing, and a member of the American 
Association of Agricultural Engi- 
neers. 

Dr. Rumely was married in 1910. 
A business associate of his was 
James A. Patten, the wheat operator. 

The New York World, in Septem- 
ber, 1915, exposed the efforts of a 
Kkroup of German sympathizers to 
establish or acquire a daily newspa- 


_per in this city, to be devoted to the 


exploitation of German interests. It 
developed at that time that Dr. 
Rumely, who had acquired his in- 
terest in the Evening Mail several 
months before, was a stockholder in 
the Irish-American, a weekly news- 
paper, which, in the last months of 
its existence, was conducted as a pro- 
German organ.

Statement of Folk. 

Folk’s statement in part follows: 

“Mr. Wilfley seems to be tangled 
up on the different explanations 
which he has made about signing the 
pro-German telegram in association 
with Hans Haeckel, editor of the 
Westliche Post; F. P. Kenkel, editor 
of Die Amerika, both German-lan- 
ruage newspapers; August Hoffman, 
treasurer of the National German- 
American Alliance, and other well- 
known German-Americans here. 

“On May 4, 1918, Nicholas M. Bel, 
a supporter of: my opponent, had 
published a communication which 
had been sent to Mr. Wilfley, and in 


which Mr. Bell said: ‘The Tatler 
says that you wired the President in 
opposition to the declaration of war.
